Despatch from the Secre of State No,,7"&deographical), dated the 80th March 1871, 
forwarding, for the early consideration of the Government of India, a collvction of 
papers describing the establishments formerly maintained for the survey of Indian 
seas and the excellent work done by them,—pointing out: the disadvantages which had 
resulted from the total suppression in 1861 of those establishments, and urging the 
expediency of providing some sufficient substitute for them, ‘ 


Despatch from the S of State No. 17, dated the 11th July 1878, drawing atten- 
tion to the despatch of 80th March 1871, No. 7, and forwarding a copy of the 
observations made by Admiral Richards, Hydrographer to the Admiralty, pointing 
out the great importance of placing the Marine Surveys in India under superin= 
tendence of one responsible bead. 


Despatch to the Secretary of State No. 26, dated the 30th June 1873, enquiring in 
reply to the despatch of 30th March 1871, No. 7, whether there was any prospect

8. The Government of India reported to Her Majesty’s Secretary of 
State for India the results of the consideration which had been given to the 
subject, and accepted the responsibility of completing and maintaining the charts 
of the whole coast line of British India from the Pakchan Estuary to Sonmiani 
Bay, of the Andamans and Nicobars, the Mergui Archipelago, and the Laeca- 
dives,—leaving all surveys beyond those limits that might be required to be 
undertaken by the vessels and surveyors of Her Majesty's Navy at the expense 
of the Imperial Government.

8rd.—To maintain the accuracy of Indian charts by recording and bring- 
ing to notice all changes, in the first instance, of buoys, lights, 
and the like, and secondly, of the natural configuration of the 
sea-bord consequent on natural causes. : 

4. As to the special agency, the following proposals were made’:— 

That with the view of executing gradually all the more pressing marine 
surveys and re-surveys, & small survey flotilla should be organised, efficiently 
manned, and provided with competent surveyors at a total annual cost, inclusive 
of the salary of a Superintendent of Marine Surveys and of all other charges, 
not exceeding two lakhs of rupees. 

. That to supervise the work of this flotilla both in surveying at sea and 
during part of the a plotting ashore, to superintend the reproduction by 
hotozincography of the surveyors’ charts, to maintain a correct record of 
boon: lights, and the like, and to transmit to the Hydrographic Office of the 
Admiralty the earliest information of changes in the position of these, and for 
the general control of all the work of the Survey, the appointment of a Super.

to the Board of Trade for stopping unseaworthy 
Ships. 
[13rH Avousr 1£75.] 
Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of 


the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, | 


in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as: follows: 

1. The Board of Trade may forthwith and from 
time to time by special order 


sa ager pr Fis appoint a sufficient number of 


rs of officers 
aving authority 
detain unseaworthy their own staff or otherwise, to 
ships. be officers having authority to 
detain unseaworthy ships, and may from time to 
time revoke any such appointment. 

If any officer so appointed has reason to believe 
upon inspection or otherwise that any British shi 
is by reason of the defective condition of her hull, 
equipments, or machinery, or by reason of over- 
loading or improper loading, unfit to proceed tosea 
Without serious danger to human life, he may order 
that the ship be detained for the purpose of being 


surveyed.
